On 7/11/1946, Oline Tays went into RadioLab, 1612 Grand Avenue, Kansas 
City, MO, and paid cash for 1 RME-45 with speaker. He paid $189.72 for the 
unit with speaker. An interesting sidebar is that the tax was only $3.72, 
a sales tax of only 2%... 


Anyone here ever been to that RadioLab back then? I'd love to hear stories 
about the store where this RME-45 was purchased... BTW - anyone have a 
callbook for 1946 that may show an Oline Tays? I wonder if he or she was a 
ham...
